H m d just finished 
reading in a magazine an article upon 
Marconi’s 
achievement 
in 
wireless 
telegraphy, and, raising my eyes, 1 
saw that the stranger was glancing 
•down at the magazine page. 
“A rem arkable achievement, sir,” J 
« aid. “H ave you read this article?” 
“On Marconi? Yes,” the stranger re 
(died. 
“It seems alm ost past belief,” I said, 
“that a message could be sent across 
the sea without the aid of wires. 
Yet 
Marconi seems to have accomplished 
It unless possibly the three ticks he 
heard were the result of accident, and 
the fact of that particular signal hav­ 
ing been prearranged may have been 
only one of those singular coincidences 
tha t now and then astonish us.” 
The stranger removed the cigar from 
his lips and said: “No; the sounds Mar­ 
coni heard are not to be classed among 
the accidental and coincidental. It was 
a real signal sounded by his assistants 
In England and received by him in S t 
John's. 
I entertain not the slightest 
doubt of that.” 
He spoke with conviction. Pulling at 
his cigar until the end glowed again, 
he continued, “1 might have hnd doubts 
had I not previously heard and seen 
things achieved along similar lines far 
more wonderful than Marconi’s f e a t” 
Seeing that he paused, 1 said: “You 
interest me. 
May I ask w hat those 
achievem ents were?” 
For a moment the stranger was si­ 
le n t Then he said: “You are aware, 
of course, that the vibratory theory— 
the theory of etheric wave» —is not 
new. The idea that all planetary bod­ 
ies, our earth included, are imbedded 
In w hat the magazine article some­ 
w hat aptly describes as ether jelly, 
the jelly of space, is an idea which 
Marconi has m ade use of, but did not 
originate. 
W hat he attem pted—and 
has succeeded in doing—was to ja r the 
jelly and register the jars. 
While 
giving him full credit for the Colum­ 
bus-like daring of his thoughts, I will 
» ay that that achievement alone was 
not difficult. 
“For more than a dozen years I have 
been engaged in an attem pt to estab­ 
lish wireless communication between 


“To me also,” said the stronger 
“The telephone is personal, the tele­ 
graph impersonal; therefore the range 
of imagination about the former is im­ 
measurably wider. Possibly 1 am mone 
imaginative than Marconi, or perhaps 
It was only accident. At ail event« he 
seems to have worked w ith the tele­ 
graph in mind, while through all my 


labors my imagination was dominated 
by the telephone. 
' 
“Now, when a telegraph message 
from New York to Chicago is ticked 
off the wire nothing has really passed 
across those thousand miles of space. 
The ether jelly has been jarred in New 
York and the jars have been recorded 
and read in Chicago. So with the long 
distance telephone the voice itself has 
not been carried on an electric current 
across all those miles, but again the 
jelly was Jurred, and the sensitive ear­ 
drum, aided by transm itter and re- 


both instances the wire has made an 
easy road for the vibration to travel 
over, but it does not follow that the 
road was necessary. 
One can pass 
across fields as well as along nsphal- 
tttm wralks. 
Marconi and others have 
realized this; only most of ti*e others. 
Marconi included, have made the error 
of supposing you must go over fields 
and mountains, not through them. Yet 
the path lies through them a« easily j 
and naturally as over them, and here­ 
in is involved, in a manner, the fourth 
dimeuston, an ex planation of which, 1 
however, we need not enter info in or­ 
der to understand the operation of 
ether vibrations. 
“I have spoken of the earth a*d the 
planetary bodies as being imbedded hi 
the ether jelly. 
For our purpose let 
us alter the simile a little. 
Let ue im ­ 
agine a mass of colorless jotty with 
here and there a drop of chromatic 
fluid, 
formiug, 
say, 
littte 
onhiwou 
globes at intervals. 
Let us imngwt« » 
now' that the colorless ix irtwu n^pre 
sents the ether and the colored Kpiteros 
the so called solid bodies—our eam.li 
and the other planets. 
The sunile is 
necessarily crude and inex act, but it 
will serve. 
Now. while those bias r>T 
color are imbedded in tlie mass wt jetty, 
they are nevertheless jelly,

“In other words, we are assuming 
i that all material things are of essen­ 
tially the same composition as the 
ether. Of course they are not—aOleast 
to our senses— bnt so far as my obser- 


t n poant,~ however, ana rnr more apt 
hy way of illustration, for me to cite 
a plate glass window' or a crystal globe. 
Barth are very solid to the sense, yet 
they furnish no obstacle to the pas­ 
sage of sight. 
I don’t pretend to say 
that etheric wnves vibrate through 
solid« in precisely the same way that 
sight passes through a plate of clear 
glass; not at all. 
But after such an 
illustration I fancy you will not find 
the other idea quite so unbelievable. 
“I have gone into an ex planation of 
these etberic vibrations at some length 
because without some knowledge of 
them you would probably find it dif­ 
ficult to credit the rest I have to toll. 
“As the w riter of that magazine nr- 
M e states, quite the most wooderful 


achievem ent of Marconi is what he 
' calls the ‘tuning’ of the vibrations. 
I 
fancy that in this his invention—dis­ 
covery perhaps I should call it—differs 
very little from my own. 
I have call­ 
ed it ‘tim ing’ instead of tuning. 
I 
transm it a sound at the rate, we will 
say, of 12,000,000 vibrations a second. 
If my receiver is adjusted, or ‘timed,’ 
ta 11,999,000 vibrations per second, 
or to 12,001,000 vibrations, the receiver 
remains unresponsive; but, if I time 
the receiver to 12,000,000 vibrations-- 
or any number of vibrations ex actly

New Men fo r the Sto rk Yard» A « » ailed 
w ith i’ilto i) and M issile» . 
Five hundred strike rioters attacked 
a Lake Shore train at Fortieth street. 
H alf a dozen persons were wounded 
by missiles and many shots were fired 
by both the crowd along tlie track and 
those on the train.

Country Regiments of I. N. G. Work 
at Disadvantage. 
The need of a state rifle range a t 
Camp Lincoln has never been felt 
more than while the Sixth regiment, 
was in camp. The command has al­ 
most half newly recruited men who 
are ignorant of all the requirem ent* of 
military duty outside 
of company 
formations. 
The old officers of the regiment, in­ 
cluding Colonel 
Kittelsen, 
see the 
need of a range for rifle practice and 
deplore the fact that none is avail­ 
able. The old range which was used 
before 
the 
national 
guard 
was 
equipped with the new pattern Krag- 
J orgensen rifles, is not tit for use now. 
The old Springfield m ukelsshot lead 
balls, while the new gun shootsa steel 
bullet of 
great penetrating powei. 
Tbe range, which is situated back of 
Camp Lincoln on the north, is no* 
used now and not a single company 
has thus far occupied it tor rifle 
practice. 
The Chicago regiments have a range 
at Camp Logan near that city, wbeie 
it is possible to become proficient at 
range work, but tbs regiments outside 
of Chicago have no opportunity to 
practice and national guardsmen axe 
dissatisfied with the present inequal­ 
ity of things. 
The fact that the regiment is com­ 
posed largely of new men and office» 
is responsible for orders from Colonel 
Kittelsen to indulge in regimental 
and battalion drill twice daily. 
This 
routine was hard on the men, but 
they 
demonstrated that 
they can 
stand up under it.

K i n g o f C h in n. 
By whom or when the use of ten for 
drinking purposes was first discovered 
Is lost in antiquity . It is spoken of as 
a famous herb in Chinese literature as 
far bacx us 2,000 y ears B. C., at which 
time its cultivation and classification 
were almost as thorough and complete 
as they are today . One of the ancient 
legend« * say s that its virtues were ac­ 
cidentally learned by King Shen Nung 
She, the Chinese monarch who is also 
known as "the divine husbandman, 
who. the record say s, flourished forty 
centuries ago. He was engaged in boil­ 
ing water over a fire made of the 
branches of the ten plant and careless­ 
ly allowed some of the leaves to fall 
into the pat. 
The liquid which he expected to come 
from the vessel simply as sterilized 
w ater was miraculously converted into 
an elixir of life by the accidental ad­ 
dition of the tea leaves. Soon after it 
became highly esteemed In all the orl 
ental cities and was used as a roy al 
gift fronr the Chinese monarchs to the 
potentates of southern and western 
Asia.

centipeds and spider dust. 
The rich in both Japan and China 
pay the phy sician a fixed salary so 
.long as the patient is well, but if 
health falls then the pay ceases until 
¡the doctor has set him right again. 
The poor cannot do this; hence a strict 
adherence to some form of "faith cure 
or black art. In Japan a pill made of 
common earth, rosewater, musk, spi­ 
der dust and coated with gold leaf is 
believed to be efficacious in almost ev­ 
ery ordinary disease. In Russia there 
is a strong leaning toward tbe idea 
th at every thing lies in preventives, and 
a sick person’s bed is frequently shut 
In with axes, hatchets, swords, knives 
and other edged tools so th at all dis­ 
ease may be "cut off.” Cold baths are 
not Infrequently given in cases of fe­ 
ver. They run the "hot devil" out. and 
if this does not do the work—cure or 
kill—a big dose of common gunpowder 
is administered. 
T hat the rules of sorcery —black art— 
are varied according to location is 
proved by a card attached to the left 
hind foot of a gravey ard rabbit and 
which if carried in the left hand pocket 
of a pair of trousers will w ard off all 
m anner of disease, from cholera infan­ 
tum to a desire to run for the presi­ 
dency . The rabbit’s foot is a cure all 
for the negroes and poor whites in ev­ 
ery southern state, and its powers are 
known and appreciated even in locali­ 
ties north of Mason and Dixon’s line. 
The rabbit's foot keeps off the whole 
category of evil spirits as well as 
cures every known disease. The com­ 
mon bnckey e ranks next to the rab­ 
bit's foot as a cure and preventive, and 
there are several specimens. The buck­ 
ey e has its advocates in every state in 
the Union, and “testimonials” from 
persons in every town and hamlet 
could be secured to prove th at nothing 
I under the sun can work such wonders 
j as the buckey e—sure cure ror rbeuma- 
i tism, 
gout, 
dy spepsia, 
lame 
back, 
stringhalt, deafness, lax memory , etc. 
Next In line of efficacy is the dried

A New England remedy for teething 
children is to w ear a small sack of

throat and diphtheria. Old and y oung 
in Maine and some other states believe 
that a nutmeg pierced and hung on a 
string around the neck will prevent 
boils, croup and neuralgia. 
The effect 
of a charm made of a Connecticut 
wooden nutmeg is not given. In Mich­ 
igan and Minnesota a double cedar 
knot is carried in the pocket to ward 
off rheumatism and gout. 
There Is every evidence 
that the 
more ignorant the people the more pro­ 
lific in superstitious beliefs, working of 
"charm s,'' good' and evil omens, etc. 
Tbe advance of education and enlight­ 
enment will probably never entirely 
eradicate these beliefs, which have been 
handed dowu from Biblical day s. The 
collection shows th at to no part of the 
country , to no nationality , is supersti­ 
tion and a belief in tbe black art con­ 
fined, but there may be found outcrop­ 
pings through the world, savage aud 
civilized. 
Classic traditions have been 
brought to this country from every 
part of Europe and Asia, but American 
born plant lore and black art partake 
of a practical character even if they do 
not pan out as practical.—New York 
Tribune.
